To be specific: The 
modern box car carries 72,000 | 
pounds, as against 24,000 pounds, 
carried by the old style car. Nev- 
ertheless in the classification of 
freight 24,000 pounds still consti- 
tutes a carioad, and obtains car- 
load rate for the class of mer- 
chandise to which the contents 
belong. By the introduction of 
what is called the ‘‘commodity 
tariff,’’ special rates are allowed 
proportioned to the contents of a 
large ear, provided these contents 
are all of one commodity or of 
analogous commodities. As the 
reduction in freight rates on 
staple articles of consumptioa 
means reduced prices to the con- | 
sumer, this question of the appli- | 


| cation of commodity tariffs is one 


in which the publie has a real in- 
terest. ‘To illustrate: The com- 
modity tariff is now applicable to 
a shipment of canned salon from 
British Columbia to Alberta. Un- 
der this tariff a shipment of 1,000 
cases of salmon, weighing approx- 
imately 72,000 lbs., would now be 
shipped in one car, and would pay 
freight to Edmonton to the amount 
of $504, Under the ordinary car 
load rates this shipment would be 
equivalent to three car loads and 
the freight would amount to 
$676.80. There is a clear saving 
of $172.80 in freight to the whole- | 
saler, und therefore presumably to | 
the retailer and to the public, The 
commodity tariff, however, has 
only been applied to a eompara- 
tively small number of lines, and 
a movement is on foot by the 
Boards of Trade of Edmonton, 
Calgary, Lethbridge and Saska- 
toon to have these rates made ap- 
plicable to a much larger list of 
commodities. Curiously enough 
this is one instance of a move- 
ment for lower freight rates which 
the railway companies are appar- 
ently not averse to, because while 
the commodity rate for the large 
car would be lower than the car 
load class rate, the fact that the

Hon, Duncan Marshall's Address 
at Oalgary Convention 
of U.F.A, 


Calgary, Jan, 18—-Welcomed by the 
Hon, Dunean Marshall, provincial 
minister. of Agriculture, who volun- 
teered his support to any legislation 
originating With the farmers which 
could he reasonably enacted, the 
eighth annual Convention of the 
United Farmers of lAberta was for- 
mally opened in tne Firat Baptist 
church this morning. 

H. W, Wood, first vice-president, 
presided, but Mr. Fream was elected 
chairman, and will occupy the chair 
at subsequent meetings of the © con- 
vention, More than 1,000 delegates 
and vistors were present, 

Mr, Marshall's A\diress, 

Hon, Duncan Marshall, minister of 
egriculture, was greeted hy etnriniwed 
applause, The fight of the future, he 
said. would be for free markets, The 
farmer might not be able to ship. to 
all, but he knew what it meant to 
have additional markets, 

“If we had the markets of the 
world,” he said “We would not ‘he 
compelled to sell to a few people,” 

Mr, Marshall's reference to the 
government's announcement’ that 
woman suffrage would he granted at 
the next session, Was greeted with 
loud and continued applause, 

“If there is anything that can he 
done, originating with the farmers,” 
Mr. Marshall declared “any legiala- 
tion that can be enacted this govern- 
ment will do it.” 

Regarding the wild land -tax, the 
minister said that he had recently 
been told that as @result-of this, the 
sale of 125 quarter section had. oc- 
curred, all of Whieh Wad) #one from 
the hands of speculators to men who 
would work the land, 

Financial Problems, 

In their annual report, the directors 
place themselves on record as definite- 
ly favoring co-operative farm  mort- 
gage associations, governed and coh- 
‘rolled iby the pédpie themselves: They 
hold that the introduction of reforms 
in practically all branches of the finan- 
clal system will be necessary. For 
short term loans they recommend a 
system of small co-operative credit 
associations,
